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School Committee 


Budget to ensure smaller classes

“WILMINGTON- On Wednesday, 
February 14, the School Committee 
unanimously approved a budget of 
 cobeeag $21.5 million for 

Year 2002. The approval 
ame with one stipulation, which is 
that Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine A. O'Donnell asks Town 
Manager Michael Caira to review 
the amount and possibly increase 


the level of funding, specifically 
‘around the issue of full-day kinder- 


garten. 
Superintendent O’Donnell and 
Administration and Finance 


to the committee, focusing on sev- 
eral areas of priority: class size 
réduction; MCAS preparation; tech- 
hology; and literacy early detection 
dhd intervention. 


To reduce elementary education 

class sizes, the budget calls for 
adding a second-grade teacher and 
a half-time special education 
teacher at the Shawsheen School; a 
fourth-grade teacher at the North 
Intermediate School; and a health 
and physical education teacher for 
grades one through three. Also, 
given the increased enrollments, 
another priority item is to obtain 
additional textbooks and materials 
for several classrooms at the 
Shawsheen, Woburn, and North 
Intermediate schools. 

To assist in Middle School class 
reductions, the budget includes 
adding a seventh- and an eighth- 
grade teacher; two unified arts 
teachers, which would allow for the 
expansion of the world languages 
programs at the sixth-grade level 
and then transition it to the ele-

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mentary level; an eighth-grade 
half-time foreign language teacher; 
a separate class, 
which would include both a teacher 
and an aide; and a special educa- 
tion inclusion teacher. 

Efforts to reduce class sizes at the 
high school would include adding a 
mathematics teacher and a science 
teacher, who would expand the 
existing science program by offer- 
ing a needed physical science 


course. 

The budget provides for’ further 
MCAS preparation in several ways, 
including the addition of an English 
teacher; an elementary math pro- 
gram for grades K through three; 
and the adoption of high school 
textbooks, which would provide 
instructional materials for new and 
existing courses directly aligned 
with the MCAS. 


The committee also approved 
funding for a new program coordi- 
nator of guidance, who would con- 
duct test analyses in development 
of curriculum, identify students at 
risk and follow up on those high 
school graduates who attend col- 
lege. 

In addressing the issue of technol- 
ogy in the schools, the committee 
agreed to fund 25 new computers 
for both the Shawsheen and Woburn 
Street Schools; 16 new computers at 
both the North and West 
Intermediate Schools; and three 
new computers for the high school 

Finally, in support of litera 
early detection and intervention, 
the committee voted to add two ele- 
mentary education reading special- 
ists for the Woburn Street and

Chairman Michael Newhouse. 

“My issue is not with the land 
owners,” McCoy stated in reference 
to a few locations on Lowell Street 
where he feels Paret has crossed 
the line. “My issue is with the 
building inspector, and I need to 
elaborate on a few things.” 

McCoy got no further than what 
was to be his first item of interest, 
which he alleges were the question- 
able circumstances surrounding the 
building of the ATM that replaced 
an old tee-shirt shop that was once 
situated in the center of Lucci’s 
Plaza on Lowell Street. 

“I don’t mean to interrupt you,” 
said Chairman Newhouse, “but if 
you are going to comment on spe- 
cific actions taken by the building 
inspector, then I am not sure that 
this is the appropriate way to do it.” 
Selectman James Rooney second- 
ed Newhouse’s thoughts on the mat- 
ter, suggesting that perhaps an 
executive session held by the select- 
men would be the most appropriate 
way to proceed. 

McCoy begged to differ, asserting 
that he was “absolutely” addressing 


the issue in the appropriate man- 


ner. 

“The bottom line is that there are 
problems relative to the decision- 
making made by the building 
inspector,” said McCoy. “I know 
that you take the opposite approach 
and support (him), but I feel that 
as a member of this board I have 
every right at this meeting to speak 
out about exactly what I believe to 
be misconduct in this community.” 
Newhouse remained firm. 

“If you have a complaint about the 
performance of a department head, 
then that ought to be brought 
through the Town Manager, and, if 
necessary, through a hearing where 
the employee has an opportunity to 
be heard,” said Newhouse. 

McCoy continued to try and make 
his case, but in moments he was 
again stopped short before he could 
cite specific examples that he felt 
would reinforce his claims against 
Paret. 

“This is out of order,” said 
Newhouse. “This discussion is not 
going to continue.” 

Within seconds, Chairman 
Newhouse, Selectmen Rooney and

Daniel Wandell voted to adjourn the 
meeting. Selectman Robert Cain 
was absent from the meeting. 

McCoy contacted the Town Crier 
to say that he thought it was unfair 
that he was not given an opportuni- 
ty to speak. 

“At the last Selectmen meeting, 
Mike Newhouse let Jim Rooney go 
on and bash the Chief of Police, yet 
I bring up one point about the build- 
ing inspector, and I get shut down,” 
says McCoy. “It goes to show you 
where Michael Newhouse stands.” 

McCoy may not have appreciated 
being denied the opportunity to 
make his case, but he did decide to 
take Newhouse’s advice: The next 
morning, he formally registered a 
complaint with Town Manager 
Michael Caira, alleging the prac- 
tice of favoritism by Paret and urg- 
ing Caira to conduct a thorough 
investigation of him. 

“Dan Paret is not protecting and 
enforcing the town’s zoning by- 
laws,” McCoy says. 

Town Manager Caira, Selectmen 
Chairman Newhouse and Building 

Paret were not available

Local man convicted 


of tax scheme

WILMINGTON - A Wilmington 
man has been found guilty of devis- 
ing and carrying out a tax scheme 
related to under-the-table wages for 
the employees at their company in 
Woburn. 


Paul Buonopane, of Wilmington, 
and Robert Buonopane, of Peabody, 
ages 55 and 65, respectively, could 
face up to five years in prison for 
the scandalous tax plans they 
implemented at B & B Acoustical 
Contractors, Inc. in Woburn. The 
two men could also be faced with a 
fine as steep as $250,000. 

United State Attorney Donald K. 
Stern announced last week that the 
Buonopanes were convicted after a 
six-week jury trial in which 29 
counts were brought against them. 
Among those counts: charges of 
conspiracy to defraud the Internal 
Revenue Service; conspiracy to 
commit mail fraud; aiding and 


assisting in the presentation of 
false payroll tax returns; and mail 
fraud directed at the company’s 
workers’ compensation insurance 
carriers and the Massachusetts 
Carpenters’ Union. 

The evidence used in the trial was 
gathered between 1992 and 1997 and 
was used to support allegations that 
the Buonopanes conducted an 
under-the-table wages scheme in 
which $460,000 in payroll was hid- 
den from the company’s aforemen~ 
tioned payroll service, the IRS, the 
workers’ compensation insurance 
carriets and the Massachusetts 
Carpenters’ Union. 

The money scammed allowed the 
men to save substantial amounts'of. 
employment taxes, insurance pre- 
miums and contributions to the 
union fringe benefits that the com- 
pany owed. The losses included 
$250,000 in contributions to such

you know, the girl who sings 


WILMINGTON - Like the wings 
of a songbird, the energetic and 
soulful voice of Wilmington native 
Cassandre McKinley has carried 
her far, from the North 
Intermediate School, where as a 
student she first sang before an 
audience, to Foxwoods in 
Connecticut and to Scullers in 


Cambridge. 

“I started mouthing off very early 
in life,” jokes McKinley, who now 
lives with her husband and daugh- 
ter in Hopkington. “I was always 
singing and making faces in the 
mirror when I was young. My first 
real singing performance was when 
I was a seventh grader at the North 
Intermediate School. I wasn’t a 
popular girl then, but when my 
classmates heard me sing I sudden- 
ly became ‘Cassandre - you know, 
the girl who sings’ I was happy 
with the identity.” 

It would be an identity that 
McKinley would carry with her all 
throughout high school and on to 
the Boston Conservatory of Music, 
where she studied singing and 
dancing and acting while audition- 
ing for commercials and modeling 
jobs in her free time. 

“At one point I left school and 
began to make plans to move to 
New York,” she says. “Musical the- 
ater was the perfect career choice 
for me, so Broadway would be my 
new home.” 


Then she met her future husband, 
Stephen Angelis, a talented man 
who worked in the graphic arts 
industry, once played lead guitar in 
a few bands, currently operates and 
owns his own recording studio and, 
says McKinley, makes a “mean 
illed cheese.” Head over heels, 
she knew that she wasn’t going to 
go to New York. Instead, she set 
her heart on succeeding with a jazz 
career in Boston. 

The years of hard work have paid 
off. In January, McKinley gave a 
performance at Scullers, the pre- 
mier venue for jazz in Boston and 
one of the most notable spots for 
such music in New England. 
“Performing at Scullers was an 
amazing experience,” _ recalls 
McKinley. “I was a bit intimidated 
leading up to the gig, so prepara- 
tion was key. Once I stepped on 
stage, though, I felt at home. I felt 
no nerves because I was confident 
that the best musicians were 
behind me. | lit up like a Christmas 
tree!” 

Herb Pomeroy, one of the city’s 
most respected trumpet players, 
was one of those musicians who 
mental backdrop to McKinley’s 
silky vocals. McKinley says that a 
pro like Pomeroy made it possible 
for her to feel comfortable on stage 
before an audience of discerning 
jazz enthusiasts. 

“He is part of what made me feel 


totally cool up there,” McKinley 
recalls. “His presence on stage 
made me and the boys in the band 
work harder and give one of our 
best performances. The energy 
was intoxicating.” 

McKinley’s gig at Scullers provid- 
ed her with an opportunity to cele- 
brate many of the songs that she 
has recorded on her two CDs, 
“Right in Front of You,” which was 
her debut, and “Stay the Night.” 
The former began as a writing proj- 
ect, in which a close friend had 
composed a few jazz instrumentals 
and she offered to create and sing

Here at the Town Crier we receive many letters from residents in 
Wilmington and Tewksbury who are opposed to a lot of proposed 
onstruction in the works. 
‘ \° Two more office buildings that are proposed to be built on West Street 
’ have worked up the ire of neighbors who find great danger in the 
that will be needed to be done and tremendous disappointment in how the 
developments would compromise the historical value of the area. 

As you can see across this page, the proposed transfer of land at 
Tewksbury State Hospital to a private developer has stricken one 
resident as an unjust and unprecedented use of open space that could 
“further destroy our quality of life.” 

Plans for a new asphalt plant on Route 62 in Wilmington have inspired 
area residents to rally against a project that would increase the number 
of trucks that already pass by their houses and would intensify the 
already-unpleasant smells that are pungently pushed through the neigh- 
borhood. 

Recently, rumors that a major corporation was i about 
building a mega-mall in Tewksbury elicited battle cries from good ol’ 
fashioned Yankees itching for a fight. 

At the Wilmington Selectmen meeting on February 12, Chestnut 
Street residents made known in droves their grievances with the 
gridlocked traffic clogging their neighborhoods in the wake of the 
construction that led to the completion of the Miceli Bridge inthe center 
of town. 

On the surface, it might appear that residents in both communities 
are fighting against the inevitable traffic headaches and construction 
noise that threaten to inconvenience the ease with which they move 
about their neighborhood. However, a common thread seems to be 

, firmly stitched into all such complaints, underscoring a building disap- 
pointment and sadness with which people are beginning to view their 
home towns. 

It is clear that the people of Wilmington and Tewksbury are patriots, 
simultaneously demonstrating a pride in their country and a love for the 
towns in which they grew up and now live. Change is inevitable, but 
never easy, and, indeed, a lot of hearts seem to be breaking from the 
impending transformations of fields into tarred lots, historical homes 
into office buildings and beloved mom-and-pop restaurants into power- 
ful name-brand chains. 

Public hearings are frequently held, so that residents can attend and 
make known their thoughts on various projects around town. Citizens 


are often heard, but, judging from the letters we receive and the things 
: we hear, they do not feel heeded. 
It seems that people in both communities are beginning to feel that, 
more and more, the landscape around them is beginning to reflect the 
: Americana in their hearts less and less.

in Stoneham 

“Stoneham’s Sweetser House 
is America’s only Greek Revival 
mobile home - next stop: the 
corner of Franklin Street and 
Dale Court,” notes the 
“Stoneham ze 

“I think this is going to work 
out,’ said owner Richard 
Johnson, a developer from 
Arlington who specializes in his- 
torical home renovation. 

“The Sweetser House was 
built in 1841 on the lot eventually 
numbered 434 Main St. across 
from the Public Library. The 
house didn’t budge until 
December of 1999 when it was 
lifted off its foundation and cart- 
ed to-a spot between the apart- 
ment buildings of 50 and 60 
Franklin Street. By next sum- 
mer, the home will sit at 90 
Franklin St., if all goes as 
planned. But so far almost noth- 
ing has gone as planned in the 
effort to save the classic home 
from demolition. 

“T can’t imagine anyone 
opposing this move,’ Johnson 


“Johnson bought the house 
and land at 90 Franklin St. last 
week. He planned to demolish 
the old house and pour a new 
foundation in January (weather 
permitting), which he hopes will 
be the final resting place for a 
renovated Sweetser House. The 
I-shaped additior. at the rear of 
the Sweetser will not make the 
move. This section will be 
demolished within the month, 
Johnson said. 

“Admiral Home Movers of 
Manchester, N.H. will move the 
house up Franklin Street. The 
last move cost more than 
$50,000, and the total cost of ren- 
ovating the home will be at least 
$500,000, Johnson said. 

“This is not for profit; it’s his 
hobby, said Johnson's attorney 
Steven Cicatelli. 

“Tt’s a real passion’ Johnson 


" “Johnson accepted the home 
as a gift from Joe Cunningham 
of Cunningham Construction of 
Stoneham in the summer of 
1999. Cunningham was renovat- 
ing the old Maynard Moore Shoe 
Factory for the Bloomberg fami- 
ly owners, and the Sweetser 
House was to become a parking 
lot. Johnson, in exchange for a 
free house, agreed to pay to 
move the house off the site. He 
planned to renovate the home 
and rent out the space as three 
apartments. Johnson moved the 
house to property he owns at 50- 
60 Franklin Street, but-he was 
unable to secure the necessary 
variances to keep the house on 
that property. Neighbors con- 
vinced the Board of Appeals in 
February of 2000 that the 10,000 
square-foot area between the

DENTAL HEALTH FOR CATS 


Most feline health problems involve 
the teeth and gums, These can include 
gum disease, broken teeth, tooth 
lesions, plaque-related inflammation and 
oral cancer. 

When healthy, a cat will have white 
teeth and pink or coral-colored gums 
with no bleeding or swelling 

Cat owners can protect their pets from 
dental disease and tartar build-up by 
starting preventative care during the kit- 
ten stage. Massage the teeth and gums 
regularly with a gauze-wrapped finger at 
first, then upgrade to a cat-specific 
toothbrush and toothpaste.

To doctors, scleroderma is a 
complex and puzzling disease. 
Its cause is unknown and there 
is no cure.

Scleroderma (from the Greek 
words “sclero,” meaning “hard,” 
and “derma,” meaning “Skin” ) 
manifests itself in two forms: 
localized scleroderma, affecting 
skin and underlying tissue, and 
systemic scleroderma, also 
known as systemic scleroderma 
(SSc), a potentially life-threat- 
ening disease that attacks inter- 
nal organs such as the esopha- 
gus, heart, lungs and kidneys, as 
well as the skin.

drug trade. 

A strong ensemble cast con- 
sisting of heavy-hitters like 
Michael Douglas, Catherine 
Zeta-Jones, Don Cheadle, Dennis 
Quaid, and others show that the 
world of illegal drugs is like a 
hydra - no matter how many 
heads you cut off in the fight to 
kill it, more will grow in their 
place, Cheadle is excellent as a 
cop trying to take down a cartel 
in California, while Douglas has 
a strong turn as the country’s 
new drug czar who can’t even 
keep drugs out of his own house, 
after his daughter begins experi- 
menting with cocaine and alco- 
hol.
